EXPEDITION 
LETTER 


Regular Correspondence 
to Uuarpian. 
Guatemala, Central America, 
Juno 17, 1901. 
Dear Editor: 
I write 
with 
tho 
object of getting on the good side 
of you. 
I don't know 
how I am 
to accomplish it; but hero goes. 
While in Moxico 
I 
collected a 
lot of data and arranged them into 
a nice little 
article. 
Tcpecca, a 
little Aztec town where I happen- 
ed to have a half day to myself, 
furnished 
another paragraph. 
Puebla added a glimpso of ono of 
tho finestsitcs of Mexico. 
Oaxaxa 
was very interesting 
on account of 
privato collections, a view of which 
would havo inspired anybody, and 
have tempted him to 
fix his 
im- 
pressions 
in 
black 
and 
whito. 
Thero was as fine a batch as I ever 
could hopo to furnish you, but 
be-for- o 
I could finish them, I had to 
start on our 
three 
weeks trip to 
Palucgm. 
Then thero 
Avas a rush 
for Guatemala. 
Out of a very low 
altitude 
wo went 
up to between 
10,000 and 
11,000 
feet. 
Just at 
that time of our ascent I was 
at- 
tacked with a serious fever, which 
kept mo in Iluokuotcnago for over 
a 
month. 
Beginning 
of May I 
started for Guatemala, whore I ar- 
rived on the 
10th 
of tho 
same 
month. 
But tho expedition had not been 
able to wait that long. 
They had 
all 
left 
when I 
arrived. 
Tho 
archreological section, 
to which I 
bolong, had taken all of my things 
with thorn and gone south. 
Bro. 
"Wolfe's section 
had dopartod 
for 
Poteu. 
I imagino I was expected 
to go south, but I 
had 
no 
idea 
whero Bro. Cluffs party might be 
by that time 
and I resolved 
to 
wait until I rocoived definite 
in- 
struction. 
In tho meantime I am busy mak- - 


niff collcctions 
for the

1. A. 
museum. 
A great part of my time 
is taken up with 
searching. 
Soiy that I am sottled a little, I 
shall writo you again. 
This 
is an 
introduction

A SMOOTH

A New Mexico Han Works the

List ot Casualties Awful

details of fearful flood in tho

Flat Top Eogion are'slowly 
drifting into this town situated 
25 
miles south of tho scene, and fully 
confirm tho first 
reports. 
Fifty bodies have been recover- 
ed and tho list of missing numbers 
249. 
Thousands aro homeless and 
it 
is feared many aro without food. 
Over a hundred miles 
of track 
belonging to the various coal oper- 
ators aro 
completely ruined. The 
rails arc' bent 
and

wires. 
Even tho heavy girders of 
collapsed bridges 
wero 
renuoj'ei 
usclcs.

MINERS 
DEFY AUTHORITIES. 


Deputy V. 
Marshals Fired On Strikers 
Hold Commanding; I'osltlon. 
Mattawan, 
W. Ya., Juno 25

of "United States marshals 
has been fired upon by strikers and 
forced to leave. 
The strike situation 
is assuming 
a most serious stago. 
Shoriff Hat- 
field has withdrawn all deputies. 
Tho banks of Tug River 
which 
divide Kentucky 
from 
West Vir- 
ginia aro almost perpendicular and 
the entire 
distanco 
between the 
rocky walls is over 500 yards. 
Tho collicrioa occupy tho West 
Virginia banks. 
A thousand armed strikers 
havo 
crossed to tho Kentticky side where 
with Winchesters the command the 
collieries and approaches and aro 
openly defying the authorities.

During last year T E. 
Johnson

Jeter's hfjuso for an agreed amount. 
Afterwards 
a demand

for extras which Mr. Jeter refused 
to pay.

Mr. Joter in Justice Sparks' court, 
claiming a bill of 8180, while 
Mr. 
Jeter contended that ho had

moro than tho stipulated price.

iurv trial was had, tho jury return

traitor's death in tho Philippines, 
of a man believed to bo Otto 
Ebor-hard- 
t,

regi- 
ment. 
After tho regiment, 
which 
lay 
some 
months at LoxingtOD, 
Ky.,

rino band. 
Ho has been 
heard of 
from timo to timo by 
his 
friends 
here, but not within tho last eigh- 
teen months. 
Tho Gorman papor describes his 
carcor in this county with groat 
accuracy and picks 
him up 
as 
a 
Washington musician, who enlisted 
with tho 
Twcnty-sovcnt- h 
regular 
infantry, commanded by Col. Boll, 
destined for sorvico 
in the Philip 
pines. 
At 
Honolulu 
Eberhardt 
committed 
an 
oflenso 
for which 
Colonol Boll reduced 
him 
to tho 
npsition of a private 
soldier. 
Eb- 
erhardt thipapnod 
vengeance 
in 
tho 
most 
intomporato 
language, 
but no moro attention 
was paid to 
him than if ho were part ot a ma 
chine. 
Tho regiment landed in tho 
Philippines at San Mateo. 
A few 
days 
latter 
Eborhardt 
deserted 
to thp camp of General Goronimo, 
not far away, and jojped the insur- 
gents. 
Eborhardt 
had 
had 
tho 
usual military 
tiaining 
forced 
up- 
on tho Gorman youth 
and it stood 
him in good stead. 
Ho was soon 
made a captain 
and led 
several 
foraj's against 
tho Americans who 
had boon his comrades. 
Ho fell in 
love with a Filipino woman, 
Sen-orit- a 
Isabella Cimarron, 
who 
nnssfid between tho insur 
gent camp and San Mateo. Another

prompted by jealousy informed tho 
American 
authorities 
of 
Ebor-hardt'- s 
presonco in 
Gen. 
Geroni-mo'-

eaniT). 
Ho was there known 
us James pr Jacobus Benjamin. 
In 
the meantime ono niuht Eberhardt 
did as ho had often dono before in 
disguiso paid 
a visit to lsabollq 
Cimarron, who was then 
staying 
in San Mateo, 
Ho was 
encounter- 
ed bv a partv of comrades, who 
recognized him and called 
on hjm 
to halt. 
Ho ran and was shot and 
killed. 
No dato of the occurrence 
is fixed and tho name of Ebcrhaidt 
throughout tho story is given 
as 
Jacobus or James. 
Tho fact, that 
ho was a musician and ioiued tho 
regiment at Washington, 
together 
With tho further statements 
whioh 
Eberhardt had told to frionds 
in 
Phconix, leaves, 
little 
doubt that 
James 
Eborhardt 
was 
Otto Ebor- 
hardt. 
Tho further fact is this: 
Ehni-- 
hardtfs father was a greater or less 
famous 
musician 
in Berlin. 
His 
mother was of an aristocratic 
fam- 
ily. 
Tho son was educated 
to

skillful one, but his manner of liv- 
ing, tho German papor said, 
was

of Eborhardt in Phconix, he came

"Tho Guardian last week gave

This is tho second fako

making a reputation of 'Bucket of 
Blond' stories." 
It is truo that the Guardian was 
tho only papor in 
Graham county 
that published a full account of tho 
affair.
